of the firft Fortunes only can prefume .to aim at 
CAioyiii>g tjic whole Variety of Fruits, in full Pcr- 
fcftion, To produce Plenty and Gheapnefs of 
^ the Kinds of Fruits now cultivated in this. 
Mand, and of any new Sorts which may hereafter- 
be introduced, is the Objeft of the Methods which 
1 now take the Lit)erty to offer to the Public, 
Recording to the prcfent Mode of procjucing and 
yipening what is called Wall-Fruit , a Nobleman 
or Gentlemap mufl lay out fevera| hundred Pounds 
(if he means to have Plf^nty and Variety) ia 
, building Garden^ Walls. Inftead of making the 
trees jfeiji to cpnqucr (if I rnay |)e permitted the

Another Inccwivenience frequently arifes frcxq^ 
the Neceffity People have hitherto ixijiagined they 
are un4er of haying- Walls, if they wilb^ta have 
FriUt; wiuchas, that the Garden muft be a Q^^ 
ter of a Mile,, and fometimcs a great, deal • more,* 
diftant from? the Manfipn-houfe ; left it fliould bo 
miftaken, if in View, for a. Riding School or-^ 
Fives Court, were it not ^ that from Cuftom an4 
the green Patches on the Walls, you: would rightly 
Gonjefture it muft be a Garden. But, grajiting 
that Walls are neceflary, (which I think wiH not 
now be maintained by intelligent, unprejudiced' 

Porfons) 
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l^crfons) yet it is certain that the ufual ^ode st 
making them face the four cardinal' Pdints is 
wrong. The Walls of a Garden ought to be built 
in fuch Form, that the Jngks, not the Broadfidcs 
of the Walls, be' exaOiy oppofite to the foxrf 
^rardinal Points. The two diagonal Lines ought 
to be exaftly from N. to S. and from £• to W^ 
Xet any Perfoh delineate each of the afbove Phns^ 
and then obfefve m what Manner the Rays of the 
Sun, from its Rifing to its Setting, fdl on the 
Walls of each, externally and ihternaUy, and he 
tyill foon be convinced thar my Remark is juft. 
He will foon perceive, that when the An^es arsef 
cppofite to the four cardinal Points, eneh of thi 
Walls will receive, more or iefs, within and 
without, the diurnal Influence" of the Sun, and 
much more equably than accordmg to the pre- 
vailing Cuftom. 

BefHes, a Nobleman or Gentleman who vri{hc$ 
to have a walled Garden^ muft not think of hav- 
ing it in the moft fertile Spot, nor perhaps whh 
the beft Alpcft, for feat of deran^iig the Plan 
of his Grounds, itnlcfs kind Nature or Chancd 
direft Fertility to the chofen ppot. Many muff 
have bbferved. With Regret, that fo much Ex- 
pence is frequently thrown away on Sterility^ 
merely bccaufe the Owner durft not make ufe of 
a richer Spot, whach would have rewarded his^ 

Labors' 
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llihbts arid Expcnce with a luxiiriant Produce ♦. 
Many other Objedtions I might eafily make againlt 
the Ufe of Garden-walls ; fome of them will in- 
cJiflfentaily otcuf, as I proceed : but to mention 
them all might feem invidious. I ihall, therefore, 
take Notice of tlioft only which foftn k Contrail 
B favorable 

'* This ig mtant of tulinary Plants. But it fcems abfurd, if* 
yovir Ground, within the Walls, be not proper for your Kitchen 
dai'den, to mike it there ; for this, the richcft and dccpcft Mould 
is not too good. Wl^y not then make it a Rule to have »a(vvays 
your culinary Plants in the very heft Spot, not far from the 
Houfe? They naay eafily be hidden by Flantationi of Foreft and 
other Ti"ces to the NoriH, Eafl and Weft, and with a Variety of 
SKt-ubs to the South. In flibrt, your Kitchcnr Garden may be ini' 
the very Middle of a Shrubbery, Chimp, or Grove, wkhout be> 
ingfecn£r6iA the Walks.

The 
cold Winds bloW over them without Mifchiei^ 
The Rays of the Sun are more reflefted, and the 
Meat, confequently,' is incrcafed. They may 
eafily be hfd from diftant View, by even the 
loweft Shrubs, and alfo receive beneficial Shelter 
from therh, if judicioufly planted* Tender Plants, 
Flowers and Shrubs, being planted on the fame 
Border, will be protedled from cold, noxious, or 
blighting Air. And laftly, the Sides of thefc 
Banks or Beds are conveniently formed to fupporc 
Poles or Hoops, whereon you may place Mats, 
or Oijed-Paper Frames, when you think proper. 
The remaining Advantages moft of the Methods

Hours in four-and-twenty, whether the Pays be ' 
long or Ihort, viz. from fix in the Morning till 
fix in the Afternoon ; and, during thofe tWQlvQ 
Hours, they fall obliquely on the WalL An<| 
even in the beft Time of the Day, and during the 
hotteft Summer Months, the R^ys of the Sun 
never fall on the Walls in fueh Diredtion as to bet 
fully reflefted back on the Trees*. For, thofe 
which fall againfl a pcfpe^dicular W^U, particu- 
larly in Summer^ when, even at Noon-day, they 
form an acute Apgle with it, are reflefted, thofe 
which fall on thfr lower Part of the Wfll, on thq 
Bed in which"^ the Trees are planted, and thofe 
which fall on the upper Part are refle<3:ed (though 
more weakly as the Diflance is greater •f) on the 
Walk ufually parallel to the Bed, and on the Facfi 
of the walking Gazer. 

Whereas, according to my Methods, th^ Treesj 
being trained on a horizontal or inclined Plan^,

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jlje Rays of Jthf Sun form nearly a Ba^t-Angk 
with the Surface on which they are trained^ ^v^ 
confequentiy are perpetually reflcd:ed nearly in

Sun. This flaflies Conviftion to the Undcffta^fl-* 
ing as to the Increafe of* Heat. 

But the great and principal Advantage is, the 
uninterrupted Influence of the Sun's Heat, from 
twelve to Jhcteen Hours every Day for fix A§>nths. 
Inftead oif one Half of the four and twenty Hoursi 
which is the very utmoft'Length of Time which the 
beft South Wall enjoys the Heat of the Sun, my 
Plantations, during one Half of the Year, never 
enjoy it lefs than Halfy and fometimes Two-thirds 
of four-and-twcnty Hours. The Average, there- 
fore, from the Middle of March to the Middle 
of September, is fourteen Hours each Day. In 
ihort, whcnfoever the Sun fhines above the Ho^ 
tizon, (unlefs fome intervening Obflacles prevent

to the Ground, U thf Rf fle£iioi^ of t]^e Hays of the Sun, from 
the Bed or Ground on which the Trees are planted, againft the 
lower Part of them only. The upper Part, being at too great ir 
Diftance to have the Rays of the Sun refle^^ed upon it from the 
adjacent Ground, never bears fo fine nor fo highly flavored Fruit. 
Th^ fame js alfo the chief Caufe that Efpalieft bear (iner Fruit 
than long-ftemmcd Standards. It i^ juft as eafy to have fine Frui^ 
on Standards in an Orchard as on Efpaliers, if you graft them at 
]ow as poflible and fuffer them to fpread quite from the Groun49 
and prune them with the fame Attention as you manage your ]g^ 
palicn. No Trees of any Kind ihould be grafted high.

8uri*s Heat for fo many Hours every Day, com- 
'■ pbtihd iti its Effcfts with the diurnal Accumula- 
tidh, is fo fingularly eflential, that it is like im- 
porting, not only foreign Trees and Vines, as we 
have already done, but (if I maybe allowed at 
firange Expreffion) a foreign Climate. What is 
theReaibn that our Grapes feldom ripen well? 
Anfwer : Againft a Wail, or ahy pifrj^endicular 
Support, the Suh does not continue to Ihed, each' 
Day, long enough, its benign Influence ; and oiir 
Vines, fupported on Stakes in Vineyards, have 
not a fufEciently refle&ed Heat, being raifed tcW 
high' above Ground, and the Surface not confift- 
ing, befides, of ftrongly refledling Materials.' 
Thefe are the true Caufes *• 

With refpeft to Snails, or any Kind of Infedis^ 
my Trees will have an obvioufly great Advantage* 
If necejfary, 1 can fill the Edges of my Banks and 

Beds 



* fiyen Blackberriei , ever^ PeHbn muft hare obfenred, ripeir 
mttch better near the Ground, and are then called Drtvkerrief, 
Bat wh^n they happen to grow in Pitt on Gravel, Stones, Flintsy 
&c* they are ftiil finer and better flaTored. This Remark is not 
to be defpifed, becaufe it concerns Blackberries. None of the' 
Pr6du£Hons of Nature are beneath the Notice of the Philofopher/ 
Probably the Plants which creep near the Surface,and produce the 
Dew<berries» are different from common Briars ; but ftill theit 
Fr^it is finer, on Account of its Proximity to the Ground, 
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Seds with Fragments of Glifi, which will he like 
fo many Chevaux de Frife to keep off the Enemy. 
But I do not apprehend that this, of any other 
defeniSve Precaution will be necdffary. Snails, I 
bfelieve, do not harbour or breed in Sand, nor in 
any of the Materlials which I pufpdfe to ufe. I 
Ihall have no Holes hor hiding Places for Infedts,. 
nor for them to depofit their Eggs in *. . If I 
make ufe of Tiles, Bricks, or Slates, I fhall not, 
ias is ufilally the Cafe. with Walls, tear my Banks 
to Pieceis in nailihg my Trees. I Ihall make ufe 
of a flight Frame, to which I fliall not hail^ but 
fallen my Trees. An old M^all, full of Nail- 
holes, is the finefi Afylum for all Kinds of In- 
ftfts td hide and breed in, which can be con- 
trived. 

' After all, fliould fome Infefts or their Eggs, 
contrary to fny Expeftations, be found aiiiong. 
my Tfees, they are fo well fituated for watering 
them, or for wafliing off any Thing which is 
noxious or dirty> that the Tafk is eafily perr* 
formed -f*; A fmall Quantity of Soap Lees,

^ £yery Spriiig and Autumn^ by pouring a certain liquid Com* 
pofition on my Baaks and Beds', I can mofl efie£lually deftroy th« 
£!ggs of any Inre£lsy which may have been depofited on them. 

f A fmall Aqueduft may be made along the South Part of my 
Bknks and Beds, to catrf off, if any there ihould be, a Redun- 
itticj of Moidyrc, 
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ftowcrcd over each Tr^c, fodn makes it elciii iiid 
healthy. To perform the fame Operation againft 
a Wall, with any Hope of Succefs, you muft 
firft get up a Ladder and examine every P^rt ,6f 
the Pointing, and clear away every Crack, Fif- 
fure and Crevice ; and, after all your Care and 
Trouble, perhaps you leave Half of the noxious 
Vermin untouched. Befides, the Rulhing of the 
Liquid, whatever it may be, is not firong eriougk 
to diilodge ot kill them all. YoU muft, there 
fore, always leave a lucky few to pf opa^ate and 
multiply, which they will not be wanting in^ their 
mifchlevous Species. 

As to Trees planted and trained according to 
my Methods, being more happily fituated than 
thofe trained in a perpendicular Manner, to avoid 
the EiFefts of Blights, cold/ noxious Air, Wind, 
Snow, Hail, or any , other Inclemencies of the 
Weather; this i3, 1 think, fo felf-Qvident, that 
very little indeed needs be faid to prove the Truth 
of the Aflcrtion*^ Storms, in general, halve a 

nearly 

' * Even Cauliflowcft, Strawbcfrics, ftafpberrics, curious Flow- 
•ri, all Kinds of tender Plants, &c. &c. X^^ groteft from the 
Inclemencict of the Weather, and bring them to Perfcftion with 
mbrc Certainty anci much earlier than according to the prefcnt 
Mode." For this Pufpofc I (ink Trenches in tlie Ground^ to the* 
D.epth requifitc, forocthing in the Form of thofe in. which. C«lejy 
if lafualljr plant«d, only deeper. In the. Bwom pf thi* Trench I- 

plant'^ 
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nearly horizontal, or oblique DlreAion to the 
Surface of the Earth : every Thing, therefore, 
raifed to a certain Height above the adjacent 
Ground, particularly if it be perpendicular, tends 
to impede or Hop the Progrefs of fuch a Storm. 
The higher the interpofing Obftacle is, the more 
Mifchief is likely to enfue. What Ovid fays of 
Fire is'alfo applicable here, ** Tanto magis ^fiuat^^ 
Standard Trees, in this Cafe, have the Advantage 
of thofc trained againft Walls. Some Part of 
their Fruit, Leaves, or Bloflbms may remain 
unhurt ; but thofe trained againft Wills, in direft 
Oppofition to the Storth, ftand no Kind of Chance. 
The fame Obfervation will hold good with Yefped 
to any mifchievous Irregularity of the Weather, 
or continued Inclemency of the Seafons. I know 
of no Phasnonemon, but one, in the Variety of 
Weather, which comes dowri perpendicularly, and[ 
that is a Water Spout. I willingly fubmit my 
Trees to the Effects of this anomalous Sport of 
C a Nature 

plant my Shrubs, Plaatt and Floweri. I then line the Sides, 
which have a De$;Iivity, all along with Tiles, or any other refieA- 
Ing Materials. The Rafpberries and fome other Plants 1 traia 
againft thefe Tiles on each Side* By this Method I convey mors 
Heat to all my Plants s and, at the fan^eTime, they are perfefkly 
veil iheitered* ^c. •Ip Addition to all thefe Advantages, I can 
throw Mats over them without the Ei^pence of Frames. A few 
Stakes, placed acrofs, ape fufficicnt to fupport them. Thefe 
Trenches are pearly equa} in Effcd to Frames and Glafs. Thi* 
IP ihc very bed Way of managing Ci|q-ant and Goofeberry Trce% 
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ISfature. If Methufelah had cultivated T^ees ac-: 
cording tb my Methods,^ during his wholp Xifcj^ 
unlefs Nature fpputed oftener in his Days thaQ 
it does in ours,. I do not apprchjcnd that he 
would have loft a fingle Grape by the Effefts of 
this uncommon Appearance in Nature. A Hail 
Storm is the only Thing likply to do Mifchief ; 
but agaipft thb deftru&ive Impetuofity of the 
'VVeather, my Plantations will be guarded by per- 
manent and perpetually thickening Shelters, fronx 
^he North-Weft through the North to the North-? 
Eaft, by a Variety of well-arranged cvcr-green 
and other Trees ^nd Shrubs, and^ particularly by 
^ong Hedges of Thorn, Privet, Honeyfuckle^ 
Wild Briar, Rofc Trees, &c. intermixed togp^^ 
ther*. 

And even, towards the remaining Parts of the 
jieavens, from whence my Banks and Beds re- 
ceive 

♦ A ftill better Shelter may be ipade by a low Wall, extending 
in a Curve from N. W. through the N. to N. E. from three to four 
Feet highy and only four Inches and a Half thick ; agaiaft wliicH 
you may train Currant Trees, arrange Flower-pots, plant Myr- 
tles, lee. This will be, from its Thinnefs and Lownefs, a tri-* 
fling Expence, and will repay yon by the Fruit raifed againft iti 
One Yard fquare will require but 48 Bricks, and ico Yards le(s 
than 5000 Bricks! When you make Ufe of fuch a Wall, it 
Ihould be built clofe againd the N. or Back-part of your Banks or 
Beds. Between it and the Plantations of Foreft Trees, Shrubi

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ceivjc the Sun's Rays, low, cver*grcen and£owcr^ 
ing Shrubs^ judicioufly planted along the Edges, 
will, alraoftTto a CcrtaiRty, protcft my Trjees 
from any Injury, without interrupting the Pror^ 
grefe of the Sun's Heat, Where Glafs is ufed^ 
(unlefs onpe perhaps in a Century the Violence 
q( the %0rm ihould break it^ you are perfedly 
fecure. To Perfous of AflEkience I would re- 
commend, on every Ao^punt, this Method^ as 
infinitely fuperior to every other in producing 
Fruit, with much greater Certainty, earlier, larger 
and better flavored. From Tre<^ trained againft 
Walls^ you have frequently the moft promifing 
^ppearsnce of Fruit ; and, could they be pro- 
teded frcMn the various Inclemencies of the Wea- 
ther, moft probably your Hopes would not be 
jdifappointed. But every Perfoq pofleflcd of Gar- 
(icn Walls, kripws experimentally that you muft

nicating at each End (or in more Placet if required) with ano« 
thefy made longitudinally, parallel tp your Banks «r Beds on di? 
S. In this Watk, at proper DiHances, Seat^ may be placed, 
iraifed to a proper Height, from ^vhence you may view the whole 
Variety of the ajpft delicious Ffuits, profufely fcattered on the 
Lap of Nature* Over each Seat a thick and fragrant Shade, of 
Nature's Growth, may be cendu£^ed| and Flowers maybe mad^ 
to hang carelef^Iy in Feftoons above and at the Sides, and tofpring 
at your Feet. As many Banks or Beds as you wiih to niake, ihould 
be parallel to onp another, and each feparated from the next by z 
yiarrow Walk. J have a Contrivance, beiides, for going over any 
Part of the Banks or Beds, without any Danger of injuring, Ik 
the finalleft Degree, either the Trees or the Fruit. 
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tiot truft too much to Appearances. If once in 
three Years your Trees haVe a full' Load of 
Fruit, brought to complete ^Mattinty and fine' 
Flavor, you muft think yourfclf fortunate. 
Whereai?^ accdrding fo my Methods, under Glafs, 
you will feldom be difappointed. Let not the 
Idea of a great Expence deter from the Under- 
taking; for the Difference in this particular, be^ 
twetfi the fame fixtent of Wall, and of Bankis or 
Beds entirely covered with Glafs, will be trifling, 
and to Perfons'of Fortune, not worth mentioning. 
Nay^ ultimately, it will be found that, eftimating 
together the Size, Flavor and Certainty of the 
ripening of my Fruits, one Tree will be equal to 
iwo'tr more Trees in the bejl Tears for fFalUFruit^ 
^nd, fomc inclement Seafons, one will be equal to 
ten. One Dozen of Trees of each Sort, in full 
tearing, feldom or never failing to yield a rich 
and plentiful Produce, will be fufficicnt for the 
largeft Family. Whereas, from t]|p largeft walled 
Gardens, it is difficult fome Years to gather a 
Sufliciehcy of fine flavored ripe FrUit, to fupply 
the fmalleft Family, f herefore, every Thing 
confidered, it appears that Frujt Tr^cs trained 
under Glafs, according to my Methods, will not 
-^nly be ultimately thp bcft but the cheapeft, 

Againft oiled Paper Frames, however, no Ob-r 
je&ion can be made on Account of the Expenee r 

an4 
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and if well made, and.,takpn good^Ctt-e of; ^hejr 
will laft a long Time; bcca\}fe they need ^ not bc: 
placed over the TrecSi, except in Spring and Au- 
tumn, to protcdl the Bloffopis and to ripen thC: 
Fruit. . During, the Summer, without fuch Helps, 
my Plantations^, as has been fliewn, will have, 
greatly the Advantage of the beft South Walls. 
Some Gentlemen have a great many Cucumber 
and Melon Frames and Glaffes, fome of which, 
not being wanted in Autumn, may be placed 
over their. Fruit Trees. By ufing oiled Paper or 
Glafs, another Advantage is obtained, which is^ 
the Exclufion of Wafps, and of all other de-' 
ftruftive Infedts and Vermin. You may, not- 
withflanding, give your Fruit aH the Air reqiji* 
lite, by raifing.your ^afhes on the Back; the Qpcn* 
ing being properly defended with Canvas or very 
fmall Net- work. You may alfo preferve fomc 
Sorts of Fmit on the Trees, longer than is now 
ufual. By fupporting the Fruit you wiih to pre-» 
ferve op Tiles, and inclofing it in oiled or Silver 
Paper, it will continue a long Time undecayed. 
What a iuxurious Treat will it be to be able- to 
produce till very late, in this inaufpicious Cli- 
mate,, a complete Defert of Fruit, particularly of 
Oranges, Rafpberries and Grapes ! Apples an4 • 
P^arsof yaripus KindSj, in Addition to ^^is^ I 
c^n cafily prcftrvc all th^ Year round. 

Perhaps 
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Perhaps it will ht alleged, that a ^all, hiviiif 
two Sidesy is td be confidered as of double thef 
Extent of a Bank or Bed of the fame Lengthy 
allowing the Height of the 6ne and the Breadth 
of the other to be equal. This is literally true ; 
but, in general, of what great Ufe is the North 
Side of a Wall? An outfide Eaft Wall enjoys 
cinly the Morning Stin, from three to five Hours! 
afc moft, and an infide Eafl Wall ftill lefs. A 
Weft Wall, whether the external or internal Sidc^ 
is in the fame Predicament. The four fValU 6^ 
a Garden, taken all together in the Infide, have 
lels Sun divided between them in Succeffion, in 
four-and-twenty Hours, than one of my Banks Or 
Beds, without Interruption; becaufe the Sufl 
muft be at fome Height above the Horizon, be- 
fore it fliine on the interior Side of the Walls^ 

As to any Objeftion which may be made, that 
my Banks or Beds occupy more Ground than z 
Wall, it fcarcely defer ves Conflderation* On on^ 
Acre of Ground (and the very worft Ground i$ 
the beft for my Purpofe, provided I have a fuf- 
ficient Depth of a proper Mixture of Mould,i. 
Manure, &c. to plant my Trees in) I cari raife 
Fruits of all Kinds for a large Family. Nay, it 
iseafy to prove thkt a Hill, properly expofed to 
the South, South'^Eafti or South-Weft, whiclr 
ijiay not be worth Half a Crown an Acre per 

4nnums 
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Animmj is the very beft Situation for a Fr uitery, 
dccdrdhig to my Mfethods. Should the Soil bo 
grivelly^ Idamy^ or farfdyj it Is exaftly fit for 
tny Pui-pofes« Should the Ground be very rich 
-and Taliiabfe, HiH the Objediofi vsliiilhes ; be- 
traufe you m^y remove all which will not be wanted 
for the Trees, and, mixed with various Sorts of 
Manure, (or even by itfelf) it will be worth tv/o 
or three Shillings per Lbad. And probably it 
may -be wanted oh Paftures adjoining, and the 
Carriage confequently will be Ihort. If you wifh 
to have your Kitchen Garden interpiaced between 
your diiFearent Banks or Beds, then the good 
Mould is thie very Thing you want for your 
Kitchien Garden, and upon the Spot; 

But I have, befides, ah irrefutable Anfwer* 
The Foundation of a Wall fliouid be fourteen or 
eighteen Inches thick, at left ; and the Bed on 
each Side^ in which the Trees are planted^ ought 
to be eafeh four Feet wide. The Thicknefs of the 
Wall, therefore, and the two Beds, bccupy 9 
Space nine Feet and a Half wide^ That the Waft- 
ing of Ground may not be an Objeftion, I An*: 
Trenches in die Earth, Extending longitudinally 
from Eafl to Weft, or from North to South', (drc 
laft is the beft) fevcn Feet two Inches wide alt 
Bottom ; allowing three Feet of this, along each 
Bide, for Beds to plant my Trees in," and the 

P Micldk 
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Middle fourteen Inches to be paved with Bricks, 
or covered with Sand or Gravel, for a Walk. 
Thefe Sides I line with Tiles, giving them fo 
much Declivity, that the Opening of each Trench 
ihall be twelve Feet wide, at left; or if the 
Beds in the Bottom be four Feet wide, the 
Width of each Trench, near the Surfs^cc of the 
Ground, Ihould be fourteen Feet wide. Here, 
then, will be Ground actually faved. For, in; 
eluding the two Walks, one on each Side, ufur 
ally parallel to your Beds againft Walls, the 
whole Width will be, allowing four Feet Width 
to each Walk, feventeen Feet and a Half. Sup- 
pofing my. Walk be three Feet wide, which is not 
only fully fufficient but unneceffary, and my 
Beds each four Feet, this makes but eleven 
Feet at the Bottom : and each Side of the Trench, 
ohfervey is better than a South Wall. 

As to the Advantages in Point of Shelter, Se- 
curity from Blights and all Inclemencies of the 
Weather, the Continuance, Refledtion and Acf 
cumulation of Heat, the Conveniency of railing 
tender Plants on the Borders at Bottom, of throw- 
ing Poles acrofs to fupport Mats^ and (^if the 
Trench extend from Eaft to Weft) of thatching 
the North Edge in the Form of half* a Iharp 
Roof, lining it under with Lath and Plafter, to 
Iheltcr it ftill better and refled the Heat: all 

thcfe. 
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thefe, and others which I could mention, fpeafc 
for themfelves. The Expcnces will chiefly be the 
Excavations ; but when we recoiled:, that for 
Ten Pounds you may have, in moll Parts of this 
Kingdom, from 150 to 200 Days Labor, no Ob- 
jection, on this Account, will be thought valid. 
An Extent of Wall fufficicnt to train two Trees 
oHly, will coft more. Obferve bcfides, that thefe 
Trenches will not obftrudt nor deform your Prof- 
pefts, but will rather coMribute, if properly 
fituated and judicioufly Sheltered by Plantations, 
to adorn the furrounding Scene. 

Thefe Trenches, with glazed or oiled Paper 
Salhes on the South, to reach the Thatch on the 
North, and to be ufed only occafionallyy will be 
equal to ^ almoft any the^ moft expenfive Method 
you can contrive for ripening fully all Kinds of 

Fruit. N. B. The Trees planted againft the 

North Side, may be trained under the Thatch 
and under Part of the Saflies over the Area. 
The Expences of One Hundred Yards of Gar- 
den Wall will be about Two Hundred Pounds. 
I engage to complete the fame Extent of the • 
Trenches above defcribed, with all their fuperior 
Advantages (Glafs only excepted) for Two-thirds 
of that Money. It muft not be forgotten, that 
every Wall which has one Side full South, muft 
Jiave one Side full N$rtb*; and that each of the 
P Z Sides 
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Sides of my Trenches are eqinaUy favorable to the 
Ripening qf Fraits* 

Leaft my Mf^aning ihould be mifconcelved, I 
muft endeavour to make it a^ clear as poffible, 
I do not mean to fink my Trenches ten or twelve 
Feet, a Depth equal to the Height of a Garden- 
waU, but only five or fix Feet^ at mqfi. I have . 
two prmcipal Reafons for this : One is,, that the 
Materials t^en out of each Trench need not be 
removed, and confcquently a great Expence will 
be faved ; the other is, that thefe Materials being 
placed along the Edges on each Side f equally ^ if 
the Trenches extend from North to South, andi 
principally along the North Edge, if they ex- 
tend from Eaft to Weft) they will form Half, at 
left, of the Sides which are to be lined with 
Tiles^ and againft which the Trees are to be 
trained- Thefe Materials, it is to be obferved, 
"will, in the Aft of being thrown, naturally af- 
fume alfo an fA;/m^r Declivity, to cover which, 
gpod Mould, or a fufficient Quantity of vegeta- 
ble Earth, at left, is to be referved, in order that 
It m^ be fit to receive any Kinds of Plants. 
'By this Management no Ground will be loft, and 
the Expencc of removing the Materials, and of 
Half of the Excavation will be faved ; but it is 
cafy to fave more Ground, and, confequently. 
Labor and Expence ftill. This will be accom- 

pliihcd 
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pli&ed' by matkiag tke Bottom of thset TfeApli 
only five F«ct wide, whkk will be, it is ajiprer 
bended, fufficieat to plant two Rows of Trees in,, 
qne againft each of the Sid^su Nay^ four Feet 
Width will be fufficient, if you obferv^ uot t<k 
plaat your Trees oppoftte one ancfther in the tw<> 
Rows ; but in fuch a Manner, tha^t cack Tree be 
oppoiite that Part of tl>€t other Side, ^vhidx is 
cquidiftant from the two neareft Trees on the; 
fanae Side. In this Cafe you cannot have a. Walk, 
in the Middle of the Trench, on Tefra jirmai 
but you may eafily raife onp a few Inches above 
the Surface, confifting of Planks, or other <dieap 
Materials, (fupportcd on Piles driven into the 
Ground) and removeable at Pleafure, (Thofe 
who r ecolleft how hot a narrow Lane, expoicd ter 
the South, is in the Middle of a Summer's Day, 
will comprehend the EfFe<fk of thcfe Trenches,) 
By this Means a great Advantage will be gained 
(if your Trenchei ex fend from Eajl to ff^eji) which 
is, that your Sides of the Trench may have a vcryr 
great Declivity, particularly on the South Side,*- 
N. B. I muft mention agam, elfe I ihould never 
have done, that it is impoffible for me to defcribo 
One^fourih Part of the Variety of important Idea^^ 
(to ffie they appear io) which occur on this intct* 
refting Subjcd, Expertentla docet better than a 
la^rge Volume of dark Defcriptions. 

Aften 
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After all that I have advanced in Anfwer to* 
toy Obj^ftion which may be made to my Me-' 
thods, bccaufe they occupy top much Ground, I 
could add a great deal mpre, to prove, that in- 
ftead of wafting I can fave Ground, were it ne- 
ccflary. Certainly I do not expedt that Gardeners 
near London will convert their beft Grounds into 
Fruit-beds ; I fhould be the firft to blame their 
Folly. But is there not, let me afk, poorer Ground^ ' 
which they may rent cheap, and convert into 
Fruiteries? 

But Advantages, in Favor of my Methods, pre- 
fcnt themfclves in fo quick a Succeflion, that I 
.have not Time to enumerate them all. One, 
however, ftill unnoticed, deferves to be men- 
tioned. It is of the utmoft Confequenee to the 
ripening of Fruits of all Kihds. We will then 
fuppofe that, from the fuperior Advantages of 
Situation which my Trees evidently- enjoy, and 
ftom other Confiderations already mentioned, my 
Fruit is well fet and promifes a plentiful Produce. 
Even in tliis Cafe there is a PoJftbiUty^ and no 
more than a Pofllbilityj that my Hopes may be 
fruftrated by an inclement Autumn. To prevent 
this I have a Remedy at Hand. Suppofc the 
Autumn, and the latter Part of the Summer, fo 
exceedingly .unfavorable to the ripening of Wall'^ 
Fruit, that it is not worth gathering, and totally 
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unfit to eat. This may happen, and thofc who 
have Walls only cannot prevent it. But even al- 
lowing my Fruit to be in the fame Predicament, 
which is too great a Conceffion, as not being at 
all likely to happen, I then light a fmall Fire 
jxi a Chimney at the End of each Bank or Bed, 
contrived for that very Purpofe, and by Means 
of a Flue of Bricks carried all along my Banks 
or Beds, I keep my Fruit in a conftant and regur 
Jar Progreflion towards Maturity. Unlefs in cont- 
tinued rainy Weather, I can, by that Means, 
even without Glafs or oiled Paper Frames, ripen 
my Fruits completely ; when, at the fame Time, 
perhaps, not one of my Neighbours Ihall be able 
to produce one fingle Plate of ripe and wnell fla- 
vored Fruit. My Trees being covered with Mats 
only, if the Weather Ihould- prove remarkably 
rainy, I can be almoft certain, with my artificial 
Heat, only for a little whiky to have Plenty of 
well ripened Fruit. 

With refpeft to Hot and Green-houfes, th^ 
Expences of building them, according to the 
prefent Mode, are very great. Each of my Banks 
or Beds is, or may be made, to anfwer the fame 
Purpofes. All the Difference Is, that the Sides 
of them are of lefs Extent ; but they may eafily 
be made of equal Dimenfions, for lefs than Half 

the 
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tke common Expcnce of Brick-work, arid ye?t 
they will be naturally much warmer, being moftly 
dcprtiSbd below the 16urfac« of the adjacent 
Crround ; imd, by making a proper Declivity on 
the out&de of them towards the in^de, e^ept 
<Hi the North, they wiH fully deceive, at ^ 
Times c^ the Day, the Rays of the Sun : all the

The Lining of thefe Sides, it is to be obfervcd,^ 
cofts but a Trifle.

Happy the Man who has already, or may ca- 
fily have, in a proper Situation, a Gravel, Chalk, 
Clay; or any other Pit, which is,- or eafily may 
be^ opened to the Souths a^d fheltered by its 
Sides in every other Direftion ! .He has already 
a Hot or Green-houfe> half-built. In that Cafe^ 
plant Trees and Shrubs of aU Kinds, .in a judi* 
cious Mtoner^ to the. Extent of fcvetal Yards 
wide all along Part of the Edges; leaving it open 
from Nprth-Eaft to North- Weft^ through the 
South ; unlefs you have a Mind to. fill this Open- 
iag with ever-green and flowering Shrubs, planted 
in a Curve or a circular Manner* Then raifc a 
low, perpendicular, or gently declining Front? to- 
wards the South, which is to be framed and 
glazed.

A Garden-wall requiring to be 
built comploteiy in one Year^ renders it imp^lEhle ior Boribns of 
fmall Income to lay out fo much Money at o)ice, and confequentlv 
they never prcfume to attempt it. I fhall not be furprifed to rneet^

thcfe, properly managed, might make their ne£brcous Streami 
flow into the Merchants Wine Cellars, and from thence, in mea-

There arc Eftates in the Counties of G>rnwall, 
Devon, Wilts, Dorfet, Hants, Suffex and Kent, 
in particular, which, I am greatly miftaken, if, 
by Plantations of Vines, they would not be 
doubled in Value in; a few Vear.s. The beft Way 
would be for each Gentleman to begin with one, 
two or three Acres, encreafing his Plantations 
€very fucceffive Year. We have a great Variety 
of Vines in this Kingdom, fit to plant immedi- 
ately. If a gi:cater. Quantity be wanted, they 
itiay eafily be had from abroad, 

I hope to live to fee the Day, when it will bo 
as common to call for a Bottle of true fVeft-Coun- 
tryy as it is now to afk for real or home-brewed 
^ort; wh^ch is fcandaloufly dear, and Three-: 
fourths of it horribly unwholefome. Wherever 
Sand can b^ eafily had, I mean to make Ufe of 
it for Vine-beds, in Preference to moft other Mar 
terials, though many of thofe before-mentioned 
will be nearly as efficacious. I thipk it is proper 
%o remind the Reader, as an Encouragement to^ 
every Man who is pojfejed of Land, that the Ex- 
pences of two or three Acres of Vineyard will be 
io trifling, that they will not be felt by even Per-f 
fons of fmall Fortunes.

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• One great Advantage, among many ftill xaii 
noticed, which you may enjoy, according to my 
Methods of ripening Fruit, is, that by Means of 
a Hot-t)ed of Horfe-dung, Tan-bark, or Oak- 
leaves, under my hollow Banks or Beds, and a 
good Lining of the fame againft the Sides exter- 
nally, with or without the Addition of Glafs or 
oiled Paper Frames, you may have your Fruit 
brought to Maturity much earlier, than by any , 
Methbds now in Ufe, Hot-houfes only excepted*.

I hope, in Addition to all which has been faid^ 
that I can convince any Nobleman or Gentleman 
of Fortune, who will do mc the Honor to con- 
fult me, that Orangeries, fuch as have never yet 
been feen, in this Kingdom, may be made in the 
natural Ground, without the Ufe of Tubs or 
Pots ; but the Trees Ihall remain ftationary. In 
Ihort, as a general Remark, I cannot help faying 
that a great deal more than was formerly ex- 
pefted could be done, has been already accom- 
pliftied in Horticulture ; but that a great deal

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more remains to be done to bring it to its unim- 
provable Perfeftion. I hope the candid Public 
will give me Credit for the Reditude of my In- 
tentions.

Such a Conduft is pgwrticularly blaineablc, When^ 
it employs niuch of our Time, injures our For- 
tune, and difappdints the juft Expeftation^iof 
5ur Relatives and Dependents: 

Thefe Refle&ions, will^ petnaps, be thought 
yi-timed and mifplaced. AH : that I ihall fay iff 
Pcfence of them is, that they were fuggefted by 
tJic Recollctftion of the enormous Expences I 
kave often known incurred^ to make, contrary to 
Nature's Intention, " the crooked ftraight/ and 
the rough Places fmooth, to deprefs the Hill 
jttid exalt the Valley;" to make Rivers without 
Water, and Bridges over dry Ground ; to maktf 
Avenues like fo many Radii from the Circumfe- 
rence to the Centre ; the Trees regularly ranged 
like fo many Rows of Columns, pr like Soldiers 
in regular Lines ; with, here and there.
